Chicagoans Lose Lives

MIAMI, Fla:, Jan. 9.—Three men 
were killed and another was se- 
riously injured today, when an air- 
plane crashed at the All-American 
air races here today. 

James W. Riddle, Dr. Harry A. 
Weare and B. C. Smalley, all of 
Chicago, lost their lives when the 
airplane, piloted by Riddle, en- 
countered motor trouble, fell 
through telephone wires and nosed 
into the ground. 

Dr. “A. D. Shalley, 54 years old, 
also of Chicago, who was a pas- 
senger in the plane, suffered frac- 
tured arms and legs and possibly 
a broken back. Dr. Smalley was 
the father of B. C. Smalley. 

The plane, a black monocoach, 
crashed to the ground after round- 
ing No. 2 pylon of.the racecourse. 
Officers of the meet said the plane 
was not entered in the m@et and 
did not have permission to leave 
the field. 

The engine was buried in soft 
earth. <A radio operator. at the 
pylon reported the accident and 
then left his key to try to help the 
four men before he knew of the 
fatalities. The plane landed about 
70 feet from the pylon and was de- 
molshed.

LENINGRAD, Jan. 9.—The Soy- 
iet Government plans to send prop- 
aganda across Western Europe 
through a large radio. station 
which, the Central Radio Labora- 
toPy here announces, is to be built 
near Moscow. 

It is to be a 500-kilowatt station 
supplemented by a _ 60-kilowatt 
short wave .station, both designed 
for international broadcasting. 
Eleven other sending stations of 
100-kilowatt power and 38 stations 
of 10 kilowatts *!lso are contem- 
plated. One of the 100-kilowatt 
units is to be built here and all are 
to be linked up with the master 
station near Moscow. The whole 
undertaking is a part of the Sovict 
five-year plan and will involve the 
outlay of about’ $40,000,000. 


The Soviet press applauds the’ 


project, pointing out the “necessity 
for more vigorous and far-reaching 
radio propaganda.”

DECLINE IN SILVER 
TYING UP FOREIGN 


Mexican Dollars Quoted at 
22.12 Cents, a New Low 
Record Forcing Business 


to Gold Basis. 


BOTH IMPORTS 
AND EXPORTS HIT 


Depreciated Money Is 
Poured Into Real Estate, 
Causing Boom in That 
Line in Shanghai..,

SHANGHAI, Jan. 9.—The with- 
ering effect of the long series of 
declines in the price of silver 
brought about: another trade crisis 
in China today when Mexican dol- 
jars were quoted at 22.12 cents 
(gold), a new low record. 


The effect was apparent on ev- 
ery phase of commercial life, since 
silver long has been 
principal medium. of 
ShangHai financial organizations 
did an inter-bank business at the 
rate of almost 4% Mexican dollars 
for one of gold.

survey of Shanghai's commercial 
houses showed all lines of business 
activity, both in the import and ex- 
port trade were hard hit. “Many 
enterprises were at a standstill and 


others were doing but a ‘small por- 
tion of their normal business, 


said it was almost impossible to 
find local buyers capable of sup- 
plying eftough silver toameéet ‘prices 
now quoted, which are now exclu- 
sively on a gold basis. 
Some Contracts Canceled. 
This, according to the importers, 


has resulted in a virtual stoppage 
of the movement of cargoes to 
China. Many Chinese buvyers un- 
der signed obligations have flatly 
refused to accept purchases, plead- 
ing the declining price of silver has 
made them unable to handie the 
goods except at heavy tosses. Im- 
porters in such cases have been 
forced to cancel the contracts. 

Banking houses reported trans- 
actions at a virtual standstill, no 
one daring to buy or sell. Mean- 
while the banks were bulging with 
silver dollars for which there was 
no demand. These surpluses were 
principally the result of unsettled 
political conditions in the intefior. 

A survey of exporters indicated 
they were in the same predicament 
as the importers. Exporters were 
afraid to consign cargoes abroad, 
fearing further declines in silver, 
which would enable their competi- 
tors to buy on more favorable 
terms and in turn sell at lower 
LTrices abroad. 

The Chinese found one bright 
spot in the situation in noting that 
the accumulated silver dollars were 
being poured into local industrial 
channels, thereby hurrying devel- 
opment which otherwise would re- 
quire years. 


Stabilization of Silver f Difficult. 

Some Chinese foresee quick in- 
dustrial independence asa result of 
this trend, but importers of foreign 
goods think it foreshadows. still 
greater difficulties in the transac- 
tion of business in China. Mer- 
“chants pointed out that silver’s in- 
stability, with quotations changing 
almost hourly, made trade impossi- 
ble. Stabilization at almost any 
figure, they said, would make it 
possible to handle contracts. 

Shipping interests said cargoes 
leaving and arriving Rad peen 
greatly . curtailed and - passenger 
traffic also had been affected. The 
oil business in China slumped to 45 
per cent below the normal and 
many other lines of trade showed 
similar recessions. 

One of the effects of cheap sil- 
ver was the increase in local prices, 
forcing buyers to seek low-grade 
commodities. Interests possessing 
large amounts of silver are putting 
it into real estate rather than hold- 
ing it and seeing it continue to de- 
preciate in value. Conversely, the 
trices Of real property are appre- 
ciating. Shanghai is experiencing 
a real estate boom unparalleled in 
its history. 

Another factor in the situation is 


ithe Government's new tariff law 


which went into effect Jan. 1, in- 
creasing duties on the great ma- 
jority of imports. As this tax is col- 
lected on a gold basis, the slump 
in the price of silvers in the opin- 
ion of both Chinese and foreigners, 
is subjecting the country's trade 
structure to a strain which it like- 
ly will be unable to withstand. 
Meanwhile Washington dis- 
patches saying the American Sen- 
ate possibly would recommend that 
President Hoover open internation-

Expected to Resume Work on Pre- 
vious Three-Day Week

Spouse of Other Partner 
| Struck by Stray Bullet — 
Slayer Flees After Chas- 
ing Victim to Backyard. 


James Traylor, World War vet- 
eran whose wife left him for an- 
other man when he failed in busi- 
ness and suffered a nervous col- 
lapse, shot and killed the man last 


night and seriously wounded a 
woman bystander, before eight ter- 
frified diners in a restaurant at 2938 
Chouteau avenue. 

The object of Traylor’s wrath 
was Timothy Lahart, half owner 
of the restaurant, who lived up- 
stairs with Traylor’s wife. Struck 
in the back, apparently by a stray 
bullet, was Mrs. Ruth Lewis, wife 
of Lahart’s partner, “red Lewis, 
also residents of the flat above the 
restaurant. Traylor fled after the 
shooting and is sought by police. 

Lahart was stafding at the par- 
tition in the center of the restau- 
rant wing his hands on a towel 
at 6:30 o’clock when Traylor en+ 
tered. Lahart’s back was toward 
the front door. Traylor stopped 
just behind him,

Fires Pointblank at Victim. 
As he spoke, he whi 


Customers slid from their chairs 
to the floor or sat still with fear 
as Traylor fired pointblank into 
Lahart’s back. 

Lahart glanced over his shoulder 
as Traylor fired the first shot, then 
fled toward the rear door. Wit- 
nesses said that as a second shot 
«| struck him he hesitated momentar- 
ily, bent forward, then straightened 
up and continued his flight. 

Four more shots were fired as 
Traylor followed Lahart into the 
back yard. Then Traylor dashed 
back through the restaurant and 
fled. The suddenness of his at- 
tack had dazed the diners into in- 
action and no one attempted to 
stop. him. 

When police arrived they found 
Mrs. Lewis sitting on a chair just 
behind the partition. A bullet had 
struck her in the bagk as_ she 
washed a glass and she was partly 
paralyzed. Physicians at City Hos- 
pital said it had touched the spin- 
2l cord and declared her chances of 
recovery were doubtful. She is 37 
years old. 

Lahart Shot Four Times. 

In the back yard, face down, La- 
hart was found. Four bullets had 
struck him in the back, one pene- 
trating the spinal column. He was 
unable to move. 

At City Hospital he was told he 
was near death and was asked 
whether Traylor had shct him. He 
declared he had and lapsed into 
unconsciousness. He died less than 
four hours after the shooting. 

Traylor's 27-year-old wife, Marie, 
told reporters today that-.she was 
upstairs when she heard the shots, 
and fled to a store nearby. 

“My husband formerly had a 
rug-cleaning business at 6060 Ma- 
ple avenue,” she said in recounting 
the circumstances leading to the 
shooting. “Last June the business 
failed. He had a nervous break- 
down and had to be sent to a gov- 
ernment sanitarium at Knoxville, 
Ia. 

Wife Tells About Threat. 

“At the time I had been keeping 
company with Lahart for two 
years, .Whenh my husband returned 
from the sanitarium he came to 
our home with his Luger and told 
me he was going to kill me. Later 
he said J could live and Tim would 
have to die. After a while I went 
to live with Lahart in the flat 
above the restaurant.” 

Lahart, 32 years old, was well 
known to police by virtue of about 
60 arresis for bootlegging and gam- 
bling. In November, 1928, he 
served a month in the workhouse 
for assault on complaint of a wom- 
an that he had knocked her dowp 
and broken her leg.

5 Per Cent on Gross Re- 
ceipts of Entertainment 
Enterprises. 


A bill authorizing a tax of 5 per 
cent on the gross receipts of 
amusement enterprisés was ap- 
proved; today by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment for im- 
mediate introduction in the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The bill, drawn by Charlies J. 
Dolan, special tax attorney for the 
city, would assess. the tax against 
receipts’ of theaters, motion pic- 
ture houses, public exhibitions, cir- 
cuses, pool and billiard halls and 
bowling alleys. 


Designed to provide additional 
municipal funds for maintenance 
of city hospitals and other elee- 
mosynary institutions the tax pro- 
posal is in effect a companion to 
the proposal,. shortly to be intro- 
duced: for legislative action, for a 
$15,000,000 bond issue to expand 
present facilities of municipal char- 
itable institutions. 

Under the terms of the tax bill 
each amusement enterprise would 
be required to make a return on re- 
ceipts within 24 hours after they 
were collected. As written the bill 
is construed as applying not only 
to ticket sales but to all other rev- 
enues. 

Comptroller Nolte told reporters 
he had been unable to arrive at an 
estimate of the amount likely to 
be derived from ‘the tax if the 
measure is passed by the Board of 
Aldermen. Penalty fer violation of 
the bill is set at’a fine of from 
$100 to $500. 

The supplementary appropriation 
carrying an item of $124,000 for un- 
employment relief, was also passed 
by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. It is planned to use 
$100,000 of the fund for work on 
streets and sewers and $24,000 for 
work in the parks, the jobs to go to 
unemployed. The supplementary 
appropriation bill, adsigning funds 
to be used to the end of the fiscal 
year in April, totals $665,816. 

Still another bill, appropriating 
$7000 for the purchase of a strip of 
land at the northeast corner of 
Skinker road and Lindell drive, was 
approved by the board, It will be 
used in constructing 4 traffic circle 
at that point, the other land being 
furnished by Washington University 
and the Park Department.

Death Halted Criminal Case. 

Criminal charges of obtaining 
money from the city by false pre- 
tenses against Ryckoff, John C, 
Pritchard, director of Public Util- 
ities, and George B. Heath, elec- 
rical engineer of the utilities de- 
partment, were dismissed by the 
Circuit Attorney last week follow- 
ing Ryckoffs death in Chicago, 
Dec. 390.

Pointing to Woods’ ex- 
pression of confidence that local 
communities could take care of 
themseives, La Follette said many 
of the city Mayors, in replying to 
his quegtionnaire, had asked for 
Federal aid. 

He said it was significant that 
Woods’ testimony, coming a little 
more than a month after President 
Hoover's estimate of 3,500,000 un- 
employed, contained an estimate 
of between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 
unemployed. 

la Follette said the survey 
showed the greatest distress was in 
small communities where there 
was not sufficient accumulation of 
wealth to take care of the needs. 

Says Congress Is Fidddling. 

La Follette declared in the Sen- 
ate that President Hoover and the 
Republican leadership in Congress 
had “‘failed’’ to provide adequately 
for drouth and unemployment re- 
lief, 

He assailed the legislative pro- 
gram mapped out for the remain- 
der of the short session by the Re- 
publican leaders. Immediate at- 
tention should be given to meas- 
ures providing food and clothing 
for drouth sufferers, he saidy and 
either provide Federal aid to cities 
to relieve unemployment or “af- 
ford resources’”’ to the Red Cross. 

“Congress, like Nero, is fiddling 
while Rome burns,” he shouted, 

Citing testimony before a Senate 
committee on the emergency con- 
struction to afford employment, La 
Follette said the program would 
provide direct employment for only 
130,000 men. 

“These estimates,” he said, “were 
as optimistic as possible.” “When 
we find that even Col. Arthur 
Woods, chairman of the President's 
unemployment commission,  esti- 
mates the unemployed at 5,000,000, 
we see how utterly and tragically 
inadequate the relief program is. 
The program is merely a plaster 
upon the situation.” 

Would “Mobilize Intelligence.” 

La Follette said the public works 
program should be expanded for 
the next fiscal year and some at- 
tempt be made to ‘“‘mobilize the 
intelligence of industry and finance 
in order that it might be brought 
to bear in solving the problem of 
distribution as it was brought to 
bear to Increase productivity.”’ 

Unless something more is done 
to meet what he termed the “worst 
economic disaster in history,”’ he 
predicted, the situation would be 
“infinitely worse 12 months from 
now.” 

The administration, he asserted, 
“has refused to permit Congress to 
give direct relief by food loans. 
Are we a co-ordinate branch of 
this Government or are we a sub- 
servient branch?” 

Outlining the minor legislative 
bills set up by the Republican 
steering committee for considera- 
tion during the remainder of the 
session, La Follette said the only 
one having the “slightest connec- 
tion with unemployment was that 
to provide a shorter work week 
for postal employes. Passage of 
this measure, he said, “might set 
a good example to industry.” 

To take up at this time a 
measure like that proposed for 
Philippine independence, he said 
would be to “demonstrate that 
Congress. is bankrupt in its leader- 
ship." 

“You cannot solve this emer- 
gency through mergers of rail 
roads.” he continued. He quoted 
an official of the Baltimore. & 
Ohio, one of the four systema in- 
volved in the proposed four-line 
Eastern consolidation, as saying 
the merger ultimately would ag: 
gravate unemployment. 

Mostly From Seven States. 

The bulk of his replies, La Fol- 
lette said, were from cities in Ohio, 
Indiana, Tilinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. He summarzed the re- 
turns by states as follows:

The disputed $15,000,000 food

Chairman Woods of the Appro- 
priations Committee, who is op= 
posed to food loans, said today he 
would make no further effort to 
advance the bill until proponents 
of the amendment clear the way,

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FRANZ ESTATE TRUSTEE 


Judge Faris Stops Action to 
Remove Administrator of 
Heits’ Property. 


Federal Judge Faris today grant- 
ed an injurction to restrain G. A 
Franz, co-trustee of the $11, 000,000 
Ehrhardt Franz estate, from pro- 
ceeding with his application in St. 
Louis Probate Court for removal 
of the Miesissippi Valley Trust Co. 
as administrator for the estate of 
Walter G. Franz, one of the heirs. 

The injunction will remain in 
force, Judge Faris said, until the 
Ehrharit Franz estate has been 
distributed in Federal Court. He 
expressed confidence in the Pro- 
bate Court’s ability to handle the 
matter after that time. Walter G. 
Franz’s estate holds a one-tenth in- 
terest in the Ehrhardt Franz estate. 

“The fact that this (the Ehr- 
hardt Franz estate) is a very large 
estate has been the cause of much 
litigation,” Judge Faris said. “Tt 
has been for the sole purpose of 
more ana fatter remuneration.” He 
said there was no merit in the 
charge of G. A. Franz that two 
fees would be charged by the trust 
company end by the resident ad- 
ministrator in Cincinnati, O., where 
Walter Franz resided. The fees 
are fixed by law, the Court said. 

“Commissions and fees have 
been the basis of nine-tenths of 
the litigdtion in this case,’’ the 
Court continued.

Funds From National Disas- 
ter Reserve Are in Addi- 
tion to Large Expendi- 
tures by Local Chapters.

Cash grants of nearly $200,000 
to Red Cross chapters in Arkansas 
in the last week were shown in a 
report as of noon yesterday ob- 
tained at Midwestern Area head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 


In addition, grants to four of the 
five other states wherein drouth re- 


office amounted to $65,888. Hard- 
est hit of the five was Missouri, 
as indicated by relief grants of 
$30,200. Cash grants to Oklaho- 
ma were $26,688; Montana, $7500; 
[ilinois, $1500. Texas had not yet 
required cash aid. 

These grants from 
disaster reserve were in addition 
to thousands ‘ expended by local 
chapters and other thousands in 
supplies donated by the American 
Red Cross. The grants are dis- 
tributed in meager food orders by 
local committees, as previously | 
published, with every effort to con- 
fine expenditures to the relief of 
actual human suffering. 

Turnips Sometimes Only ['ood. 

Rations supplement whatever the 
applicants have, which in many 
cases consists merely of turnips 
planted last fall in the seed pro- 
gram. In that program the Amer- 
ican Red Cross spent $104,000 in 
Arkansas, $9500 in Oklahoma and 
$46,974 in Texas. 

Up to Dec. 31, local chapters had 
spent a total of $82,355 in the six

states, including $51,346 in Ar- 
Kansas, $12,565 in Missouri and 
$10,354 in Illinois. Donated sup- 


plies in the food program amounted 
to $45,926 from national funds in 
Arkansas and $9999 in Missouri, 
with smaller expenditures in the 
other four bringing the total to 
$71,374. 

Cash grants for food in Arkan- 
sas, $115,600 on Dee. 31, had risen | 
at noon yesterday to $304,530 to 62 
chapters covering 60 counties. Re- 
lief to the state in the seed pro- 
gram, donated supplies, local ex- 
penditures and grants from the na- 
tional fund had reached a total of 
$505,802. 

Five of the 75 counties m Ar- 
kansas have two chapters each. 
Such is the case in Lonoke County, 
where drouth relief for the north- 
ern half is administered by a 
chapter at Lonoke, the county seat, 
and, for the 11 southern townships, 
at England, where a determined 
demand for food by some 300 per- 
sons last Saturday called nation- 
wide attention to similar destitu- 
tion in several states. Many chap- 
ters have as serious and 15 in Ar- 
kansas have more extensive prob- 
lems of relief than that at En- 
gland. 

The Missouri Situation. 

In Missouri, said William G. 
Baxter, manager of the Midwest- 
ern Area, destitution caused by the 
drouth is most severe in the fertile 
bottom-lands of Southeast Missou-' 
ri. Red Cross aid has been re- 
quired, however, in all the terri- 
tory south of a diagonal running 
from Ozark County northward and 
eastward to Ste. Genevieve Coun- 
ty. On Dec. 31 the number .§ of 
Missouri families aided was 8830, 
and this week it had exceeded 
9000. The number of families aid- 
ed in Arkansas, 20,617 at the end 
of the year, was estimated consid- 
erably in excess of 30,000 today 
und expected to reach 50,000 this 
month. 

Local chapters have full control 
and responsibility in determining 
need and distributing relief in their 
own communities, subject to the 
guidance of 20 Red Cross experts 
who visit each community and 
confer with committee members at 
least once each two weeks. Ad- 
ministration is divided into two- 
week periods. 

“In assuming this responsibility,” 

ated the report, “‘the Red Cross 
has undertaken to provide the 
food, clothing and other relief that 
will prevent human suffering. The 
relief program now under way will 
be expanded to meet any known 
need.”’ 


Record Number of Applications by | 
Families of Ex-Soldiers. 

St. Louis Chapter, American Red 
Cross, was called upon during De- 
cember to assist 1475 families of 
former eoldiers, a larger number 
than in any month since the read- 
justment period which followed de- 
mobilization, according to P. H. 
Byrns, executive secretary of the 
chapter. 

Of those helped, $50 sought as- 
sistance in making application for 
loans on adjusted compensation 
certificates; 105 widows or parents

Secretary of Interior Wilbur 
Says He Followed Precedent 

in Naming Project Himself. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Nearly 
every one refers to it as “Boulder 
Dam,” and the bill calls it the 
“Boulder Canyon project,” yet the 
great dam to be built on the Colo- 
rado River between Arizona and 
Nevada is neither Boulder Dam 
nor is it in Boulder Canyon. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Wilbur gave 
the name “Hoover Dam” to the gi- 
gantic structure. It will be built in 
Black Canyon, 20 miles down- 
stream from the originally chosen 
site in Boulder Canyon. 

In naming it, Wilbur acted, he 
said, on the precedent established 
by other Secretaries of Interior in 
naming the department’s dams and 
under the terms of the reclamation 
law, which gives the Secretary that 
authority if the dam is not spe- 
cifically designated otherwise. 

The announcement was followed 
by. several unofficial protests from 
Senators and Representatives, who 
apparently felt that, inasmuch as 
Congress had authorized the money 
for the structure, it should have 
a say sO in the naming. However, 
the contracts to be issued for the 
structure and its other works call 
it Hoover Dam, and there the mat- 
ter rests, so far as the department 
is concerned, Wilbur said.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9.— 
State Insurance Superintendent 
Thompson filed a suit today in 
Cole-County Circuit Court against 
140 stock fire insurance companies, 
to compel them to make a com- 
plete accounting of all refunds due 
Missouri policyholders under the 
10 per cent rate reduction ordered 
by thé State in 1922, and to place 
the distribution of refunds now in 
the hands of the companies, undor 
control of the Court and the 
State. 

This action follows a ruling yes- 
terday by the Missouri Supreme 
Court that the proper place to in- 
stitute a proceeding to recover the 
refunds was tn the Circuit Court 


and not the Supreme Court. 

The suit involves approximate- 
ly $15,000,000 in excess premiums 
collected by the fire insurance com- 
panies during more than seven 
years of litigation over the rate or- 
der, which was sustained by the 
State and Federal courts. The com- 
panies collected the 10 per cent dif- 
ference while opposing the reduc- 
tion in the courts. 

The companies have been making 
refunds, but the Insurance De- 
partment has not had supervision 
of the work and has not received 
information as to the extent of the 
effort by each company to reach 
policyholders, although the com- 
panies were directed to make such 
a report. It has been estimated that 
under the present system the com- 
panies would retain $3,000,000 or 
more of the refunds, as a result of 
claims not being filed, or not prep- 
erly filed. 

Special Master Requested. 

In the suit filed today, Thomp- 
son asked the Circuit Court to re- 
quire ta2 companies to make a 
full accounting of all refunds not 
yet distributed. The fund then 
would be distributed under super- 
vision of the Court. The Court was 
requested to appoint a special mas- 
ter to supervise the work. 

This move, if sustained by the 
Court, will require the companies 
to pay into court every dollar of 
excess premiums they have collect- 
ed, and would prevent them from 
keeping the excess premiums for 
which no claim is filed. The State 
also asks for reimbursement from 
the companies of approximately

Further Financing Not Needed. 

Kinsey explained that this ap- 
Propriation would make it feasible 
to have the facilities available for 
use without further financing. To 
carry out the whole scheme as or- 
iginally planned would cost $6,- 
250,000, Kinsey has estimated.

Louis T. Golding, St. Joseph, has 
resigned as a member of the State 
Highway Commission effective at 
the pleasure of the Governor, it was 
learned today from friends of Gold- 
ing. While the resignation was said 
to be voluntary, it has been under- 
stood that Gov. Caulfield had not 
intended to send his name to the 
Senate for confirmation of Gold- 
ing’s vacation appointment, Goljd- 
ing, a retired newspaper publisher, 
was appointed a year ago today, He 
is a Republican. He succeeded E. 
J. McGrew, Republican of Lexing- 
ton, 
Golding’s - successor probably 
will be selected from the northwest 
section of the State, becouse of the 
geographica] distribution of other 
members of the commission. 
Other members of the commis- 
sion are Chairman C, D, Matthews, 
Republican, Sikeston; former Judge 
Jesse McDonald, Democrat, 8t, 
Louis; and R. S. Brownlee, Demo- 
crate, Brookfield, Dr. H. A. Bueh- 
ler, Rolla, State Geologist, is an ex- 
officio member and has no vote. 


Golding was'appointed largely on |. 


recommendation of Bert G. YVor- 
hees, St. Joseph, former chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, 
and other Northwest Missouri Re- 
publican leaders. He was not an 
applicant. Since his appointment 
there hag been some criticism of 
him, chiefly from Kansas City, 
based on an opinion that Golding 
was not particularly active in expe- 
diting road eonstruction in the 
Western end of the State. 

The Governor said today Gold- 
ing’s resignation would be effec- 
tive Feb. 1. His letter to the ex- 
ecutive said he and his family 
wished to spend most of their time 
in the Hast. Gov. Caulfield, re- 
plying to Golding’s letter, said it 
was “very fine of you to arrange 
your affairs that you ,might serve 
on this important commission, even 
for a short time.”

The purpose of stand- 
ardizing is to make things cost less 
and to make them accessible to ev- 
erybody. Take bathtubs. I wouldn't 
care if every bathtub was exactly 
the same, if all people had them 
and would use them.

Stand- 
ardized tools, radios; automobiles, 
typewriters, lead pencils, do no 
harm to the human mind; in fact, 
they add variety to life and joy to 
millions who would not otherwise 
know them.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Jan. 9.— 
Francis M. Wilson, Democratic

EXCEEDS OPERATING EXPENSES 


Commissar of Finance Reports 
Soviet State Has Established 
Reserve of $7,500,000,

MOSCOW, Jan. 9. — Soviet 


Russia’s current income is in excess 
of operating expenses, Gregory 
Grinko, Commissar of Finance, re- 
ported to the Central Executive 
Committee of the Communist Party 
today, and the State has been able 


to establish a reserve of 1,500,000,- 
000 rubles. The ruble is nominally 
50 cents. 

“Our 1931 financial program,” he 
said, “not only does not contem- 
plate the issue of any paper money, 
a matter about which our enemies 
abroad are so fond of talking, but 
on the contrary we can see our 
income surpassing our expenses.” 

“How can anyone speak of in- 
flation,” he asked, “when prices of 
manufactured articles for the over- 
whelming majority of the consum- 
ing masses remain practically un- 
changed ?” 

The 1931 financial program, he 
said, contemplates an income of 
31,750,000,000 rubles and expendi- 
tures of 30,200,000,000. He esti- 
mated the total 1931 income of the 
people at 33,000,000,000 rubles, 
which is 18 per cent higher than 
in 1930. 

Of 30,200,000,000 rubles to be 
spent in 1931, he said, 21,000,000,- 
000 will go toward financing “‘na- 
tional economy” and 6,500,000,000 
for education and “cultural re- 
quirements.” ~ |

The season increased the 
per capita circulation from $37.59

The total money in the country 
on Dec. 31 was $8,713,137,582, com- 
pared with $8,732,677,064 a year 
before. Of the total on Dec. 31, 
there was $4,592.871,268 in gold 
coin or bullion. The Treasury held 
$4,052,328,593, of which $3,517,- 
997,329 was in gold coin or bullion. 

Federal Reserve banks and 
agents held $2,051,443,291, of which 
$706,385,471 was in gold coin or 
bullion. 

The record per capita was $53.01 
on Oct. 41, 1920, and the lowest 
was $16.92 Jan. 1, 1879.

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Prime Min- 


ister MacDonald has defined the 
aim of the Indian Round Table 
conference as “giving India the 
power of self-government that will 
make it feel that.the burdens of its 
government rest now upon its own 
shoulders and not upon the shoul- 
ders of any outside body.” 

He said he could see no danger 
in giving India this authority “with 
all the qualifications for certain 
kinds of .security that are _ re- 
quired.”’ 

His*statement, made in a speech 
to members of his constituency, fol- 
lowed a meeting of the subcom- 
mittee of the round table confer- 
ence dealing with the™ possible 
structure of an Indian federal gov- 
ernment. This committee con- 
cluded its discussions last evening, 
after completing its consideration 
of what powers should be reserved 
to the Viceroy of India. 

The Lord Chancellor, Lord San- 
key, announced that he expected 
the committee’s final report to be 
completed by Monday and indicat- 
ed that a plenary session of the 
full conference may be held Thurs- 
day and the conference adjourn on 
Jan, 19 or 20. 

Lord Sankey said MacDonald will 
make a declaration of the Brit- 
ish Government’s policy within a 
few ddys. He indicated his belief 
that the policy will be along the 
lines suggested by Lord Reading, 
former Viceroy and principal Lib- 
eral delegate to the conference. 

“Although we desire criticism,” 
Lord Sankey said, “we feel that the 
time for construction has arrived. 
I think, therefore, I am entitled to 
say we welcome as warmly as other 
delegates to the conference the very 
helpful and valuable contribution 
which Lord Reading has made to 
our discussions. I believe that it 
is along such lines as he suggest- 
ed that a solution will be found to 
our difficulties,”

Draft of Bill Ready. . 


Water power development should 
be encousaged, he said, but under 
proper safeguards and restrictions 
that would protect the public in- 
terests. He asked Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel several months ago to 
prepare the bill for introduction 
at this session of the Legislature. 
The draft of the bill was completed 
today. 

Under the present system, li- 
censes for hydro-electric projects 
are issued by the Federal Power 
Commission where the stream af- 
fected is a navigable stream. The 
Federal Commission requires that 
an applicant must have complied 
with the laws of the state in which 
he proposes to operate, before a 
Federal license will be issued, but 
in Missouri this means little, be- 
cause there are no State laws on 
the subject. Before the operator 
may build and operate the electric 
plant and sell electric energy he 
must first obtain a certificate of 
convenience and public necessity 
from the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, but that commission 
has no control over the water pow- 
er. 

Attention was directed to the in- 
adequacy laws on water power by 
the Post-Dispatch, in articles in 
February and March, 1928. 

Attorney-General Shartel said he 
had requested the Federal Power 
Commission to defer action on sev- 
eral applications pending before 
it for water power licenses in Mis- 
souri, until the Legislature has an 
opportunity to pass legislation on 
the subject. 

“The State’s failure to put into 
law a definite policy on this sub- 
ject has brought about a serious 
condition of doubt and uncertainty 
as to the rights of individuals, 


said. 

The bill is so drafted as to be in 
harmony with Federal laws in in- 
stances where the proposed State 
commission would deal .with proj- 
ects on navigable streams over 
which the Federal commission also 
has jurisdiction. It establishes re- 
quirements that applicants must 
comply with before being eligible 
for Federal permits, under the pro- 
vision of the Federal act that ap- 
plicants must have complied with 
State laws. 

The State Water Power Commis- 
sion would comprise the members 
of the Public Service Commission, 
the Attorney-General of Missouri 
and the State Geologist. The com- 
mission would be given a staff of 
engineers, accountants, counsel and 
other necessary employes. 

The bill as drafted also would 
protect some of the beauty spots of 
the State from destruction by com- 
mercial power development by de- 
claring for the purposes of the act 
‘the enjoyment of natural scenic 
beauty and the phenomena of 
nature are hereby declared to pe 
publte righta«.” 

This right would have to be con- 
sidered before the commission 
could tesue a license.

CROSS ATLANTIC IN 
CABIN OF LINER 


They Are Discovered as They 
Are About to Land at 
Brooklyn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The Lioyd 
Royal Belge liner Emile Franqui 
yesterday tied up in Brooklyn after 
a 15-day run from Antwerp. After 
the ship’s gangplank had been low- 
ered, eight passengers who had not 
been seen once by the ship’s offi- 
cers during the voyage started to 
step ashore. In the group were 
six men and two women. The men 
were well dressed and the women 
might have just stepped from the 
boulevards of Brussels. 

Their appearance at the end of 
the* voyage was the more conspicu- 
ous as the liner’s regular passenger 
list numbered about 25.

Emmett Barnes’ Evidence Sub- 
stantiates Charges Made 
by Attorney-General. 


Additional testimony in, substan- 
tiation of Attorney-General , Shar- 
tel’s charges that four local elec- 
trical organizations are engaged in 


price fixing. and other illegal prac- 
tices in St. Louis. was heard today 
from Emmett Barnés, an electrical 
contractor and member ofthe or- 
ganizations. 

The four organizations—the 
Electrical Listing Bureau, the Elec- 
trical Approval Board, thre Elec- 
trical Protective Association and 
the Electrical Employers’ Associa- 
tion—are accused in ouster ‘ pro- 
ceedings with violation of the State 
anti-trust laws. Barnes’ testimony, 
as did that of-Roy C. Hausgen, an- 
other eantractor, and others, indi- 
cated that an agreement’ exists 
among :contractors to charge a 
minimum profit of 33 1-3 rer cent. 

Other regulations the organiza- 
tions have put in effect and eéen- 
forced through the power of strike 


legal combinations in restraint of 
trade, the State contends. Barnes 
testified that failure to adhere 
closely to the rules of the Listing 
Bureau as they apply to the fig- 
uring of bids and the allowance for 
profit, resulted in. continual diffi- 
culty for him. 

Barnes testified that a series of 
strikes followed his successful bid 
for electrical installation work to 
be done on the Melbourne Hotel 
addition last year, and finally re- 
sulted in his giving up the job 
after it was 90 per cent completed. 
At that time, Barnes testified, his 
gross charge, including profit, 
amounted to about $15,000, while 
‘the entire job, if done in accord- 
ance with estimates furnished him 
by the Listing Bureau, would have 
cost about $25,000. 

Hausgen testified last week that 
Chester Chapline, a contractor and 
director of the Listing Bureau, 
who with Orville E. Jennings, In- 
ternational Labor Union represent- 
ative, is awaiting trial in Circuit 
Court for alleged conspiracy to 
violate anti-trust laws, discussed 
Barnes’ successful bid for_the Mel- 
bourne Hotel work.

Strange Case of Wayne Munn. 
| HE death of Wayne “Big” 

Munn closes one of the 
strangest chapters in the book of 
‘wrestling, renowned for. its 
bizarre and not always savory 
incidents. His rise to the charn- 
piotiship, his alleged “double 
cross” by the renowned Stan- 
islaus Cyganiewiscz (Zbyszko) 
and his subsequent fadeout from 
the wrestling picture supplied 
food for comment for two years 
or more. 
_ Munn was the first of what 
promises to be a long line of col- 
legiate “hopes.” <A football play- 
er, wrestler and strong man at 

Nebraska University, after the 
war his attention first was 
drawn to boxing, from which he 
withdrew after a couple of quick 
knockouts. 

Then he came under Wrestling 

Promotor Billy Sandow’s notice, 
A personable man, Munn, with a - 
pleasing address, the friendly 
dignity of a big Newfoundland ° 
and his college background he 
figured to be an attraction in the 
wrestling world. The veteran - 
Ed Lewis had more than worn 
out his welcome. New blood was 
needed; and so, in 1925, they 
discovered Wayne Munn.

Munn’s Rapid Rise. 
N a short time Munn, at the 
expense of wrestlers said at 
that time to be controlled by 


Sandow, marched up the ladder 
through some 20 successive vic- 
tories. The inevitable climax was 
a match with Lewis at Cenven- 
tion Hall, Kansas City, then the 
home of Lewis and Sandow. 

A packed house saw a thrill- 
ing contest ending in an astound- 
ing surprise. Munn won the first 
fall. Then Munp, whose only 
effective hold was said ta be a 
crotch and half nelson,. hoisted 
Lewis in the air and ‘slammed 
him down—outside the ropes! 

The floor of the ring in Cone 
vention Hall projects about three 
feet, so that Lewis did not ac- 
tually fall any farther than if he 
had been thrown inside the 
ropes. 

A foul was claimed and grant- 
ed by Referee Walter Bates, the 
match resting at one fall each. 
Lewis retired to his dressing 
room, where he claimed he’was 
too badly injured to continue. 
Bates, however, insisted that he 
return to the ring for the third 
fall. Protesting bitterly, Lewis 
went back and fell an easy vic- 
tim,

While the old saying, “After the 
feast Gomes the fast,” has been 


heap, yet the phrase had merit as 
a surfeit of heavy and rich food 
generally causes a bad reaction. 

Consequently, the period of holi- 
day feasting brings in its wake a 
desire for simple foods. These 
recipes are for dishes of that type. 

Boiled Beef. 

Purchase a six or seven pound 
piece 
round. 

Have ready some iong slices of 
fat pork or bacon for larding the 
beef. Dip them into vinegar and 
then into a mixture of minced pars- 
ley and spices. Lard the beef with 
slices and tie into shape of a 
roast. 

Next put about two ounces of 
butter into a pan or kettle and fry 
two onions which have been cut 
into thin slices, Fry onions until 
a pale brown. Place the meat into 
the kettle with sufficient water to 
cover. Add two large carrots, 
peeled, a turnip peeled and cut into 
thin slices and a stalk of celery 
cut into small pieces. Simmer gen- 
tly for about six hours or until the 
beef is tender. e; 

When ready to serve remove 
meat to a hot platter. Skim fat 
from water in which meat was 
boiled and add a small giass of 
sherry flavoring. Pour this gravy 
over the meat and serve. 

While cooking the meat should 
not be allowed to boil fast, the wa- 
ter should just bubble, or else the 
meat will be tough. 

Sweet Potato Croquettes, 

Use two cups mashed cooked 
sweet potatoes, one cup drained 
crushed pineapple, two tablespoons 
melted fat, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one-half teaspoon § salt, 
three eggs, well beaten, one tablile- 
spoon Gpopped parsley, four table- 
spoons milk or water and some 
finely sifted dried bread or cracker 
crumbs. 


Combine sweet potatoes, pineap-.| 


ple, parsley, fat, salt and one beat- 
en egg. Chill well. Shape into 
croquettes, roll in crumbs, then in 
two beaten eggs which have been 
combined with the milk; roll again 
in crumbs and fry in deep hot fat 
at 390 degrees F until brown. 
Drain on paper and serve. 
Apple Brown Betty. 
One cup of breadcrumbs, eight 
sliced apples, one-half cup of cold 
water; butter a baking dish, put a 
layer of crumbs, then a layer of 
apples, sprinkle with cinnamon and 
sugar and dot with bits of butter; 
repeat until the dish is full; insert 
a knife in several places and pour 
in the water and molasses. Set in 
a pan of hot water and bake for 
45 minutes. Serve hot with cream 
or hard sauce. ¥ 
Shred one can salmon, retaining 
juice. Place layer of salmon in 
buttered baking dish and sprinkle 
with a little flour and olive oil. 
On this place thinly sliced raw 
onions and on these thinly sliced 
raw potatoes. Repeat three layers. 
Add to salmon juice enough milk 
to make liquid sufficient to cover 
layers. Dot with bits of butter and 
bake slowly one hour. 
Onion Cream Soup. 
Soften in a saucepan four table- 
spoons butter, blended with four 
tablespoons of flour mixed with 
one teaspoon salt and 6ne-fourth 


Then add one pint steamed and 
chopped onions, together with the 
water or juice of onions while they 
steamed. 

Serve very hot.

Dates and Prunes for Salads 
May Be Stuffed With the 
Same Filling. 


A delicious stuffing for celery is 
made by mixing cream cheege and 
Roquefort cheese together, using 
twice as much of the cream cheese 
as of the Roquefort. Blend them 
thoroughly and season with a little 
Worcestershire sauce, paprika and 
a few drops of lemon juice. Stuff 
small crisp stalks of celery with 
the mixture and chill before serv- 
ing. These are an excellent accom- 


paniment to a plain green salad, or 
they may be served as an appetizer 
or with sandwiches for an after- 
theater supper. 
Stuffed Dates and Prunes. 

Dates or prunes stuffed with 
cream cheese make a salad that is 
high in nutritive value. The fruit 


supplies an easily digested form of 


sugar, a comparatively large 
amount of iron and of cellulose, 
while the cheese furnishes protein, 


lime and phosyhorous for the teeth 
and bones, and some Vitamin A. 
The lettuce or other salad green 
that may be used adds to the min- 
eral and vitamin content. Such a 
salad ranks high as a health-mak- 
ing food, With a cream soup, or 
served with nut bread and butter 
sandwiches and a glass of milk or 
a cup of cocoa, it makes a fine 
lunch or supper for growing boys 
and girls. 


Cream Cheese Sandwiches. 

Try a sandwich filling made of 
cream cheese and apricots. Rub 
canned or stewed dried apricots 
through a strainer to make a 
smooth pulp and mix one-third 
cup of it with two cakes of cream 
cheese. When well mixed, season 
with one-fourth teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce and spread on 
lightly buttered white or nut bread. 
Cut in fancy shapes and use for 
afternoon tea, or for bridge re- 
freshments, etc. 


Baked Sweet Potatoes, 


Cut sweet potatoes in round 
slices, about one-sixth of an 
inch ‘in thickness. Put them in a 
porcelain baking dish with alter- 
‘nate slices of pineapple. Pour 
maple syrup over them and bake 
till they assume a rich golden 
brown color. 


Then decorate artistically with 
marshmellows and replace in 
the oven for a few minutes, until 


the marshmallows are toasted.

Deviled Veal, Stuffed Pork 
Tenderloin and Mock Birds 
Offer Novelty. 


What kind of a meat dish to 
serve for a family of two that will 
be a variation from the endless 
round of steaks and chops is a4 
problem that puzzles many & 
housekeeper. Many recipes are for 
cuts that will serve six to ten, but 
there are few that seem to be 
planned for two or three people. 
Yet it is possible to gather a group 
of recipes large enough to provide 
a new dish every day in the week 
with a number left over. 

Housewives will find deviled vead 
a tasty and economical dish; 
stuffed. pork tenderloin more ex- 
pensive, but equally, delicious. 
Mock birds are made from bottom 
round steak and while they take 
more time to prepare than either 
of the other recipes given here, 
they are well worth the trouble. 

Deviled Veal. 

Have three-fourths pound lean 
breast of veal cut in pieces about 
three inches square. Sprinkle each 
piece with salt, pepper and flour, 
then dip in one beaten egg mixed 
with 1 teaspoon cold water. Next 
roll the veal in fine dry bread 
crumbs. Melt four tablespoons fat 
in a heavy frying pan, brown the 
meat quickly in the fat, then Lour 
off any excess fat and add to the 
meat three-fourths cup boiling wa- 
ter, one tablespoon vinegar, one 
teaspoon dry mustard mixed with 
a little of the water and one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. 
Cover and cook very slowly for 45 
minutes, or until the meat is ten- 
der. 

Remove the meat to a hot plat- 
ter, thicken the gravy in the pan 
with a little flour and serve with 
mashed or baked potatoes, or with 
boiled rice, a green vegetable, a 
cool celery and apple salad and a 
fruit whip. 

Stuffed Pork Tenderloin, 


Order a medium-sized pork ten- 
derloin, weighing about three-quar- 
ters pound, and have it split length- 
wise. Crumb three-quarters cup 
bread and mix with one teaspoon 
minced onion, one-half teaspoon 
salt, a dash of pepper, the grated 
rind of half a lemon, one-half tea- 
spoon poultry seasoning and 
enough hot water to just moisten 
the mixture. Spread one piece of 
the tenderloin with the stuffing, 
place the other piece over it and 
hold in place with toothpicks or 
tie around with string. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and flour and 
wrap two or three pieces of fat 
bacon around it. Place in a small 
baking pan and roast in a hot oven 
for 15 minutes. Reduce the heat 
to a moderate temperature, or 350 
degrees, and cook 25 minutes long- 
er, basting several times with the 
fat in the pan. 

If desired, parboiled sweet pota- 
toes or slices of apple may be 


Sprinkle the sweet potatoes with a 
little brown sugar. Oanned ones 
may be used if more convenient; 
they will need only about 20 min- 
utes cooking—just enough to heat 
them and. brown them § slightly. 
Serve the tenderloin with gravy, 
apple slices or apple sauce, sweet 
potatoes or escalloped white ones, 
a green vegetable such as kale or 
broccoli. ° 
Mock Birds, 

Have three-quarters pound round 
steak cut in a thin slice, then cut 
into four even-sized square pieces. 
Make a stuffing the same as for 
the pork tenderloin and spread 
each piece of meat with it. Roll 
up compactly and fasten with two 
toothpicks. Wrap a thin slice of 
bacon around each “bird” and 
fasten with .another, toothpick. 
Sprinkle’ with flour, salt and pep- 
per and brown in three tablespoons 
melted: fat in a@ saucepan. Drain 
off any fat that remains, add one 
small onion, three-quarters cup wa- 
ter and one-half teaspoon kitchen 
bouquet. Cover and cook slowly 
for 40 minutes, then add one-half 
cup milk and cook 20 minutes 
longer. By that time the meat 
will be meltingly tender and the 
gravy rich in flavor. Remove the 
“birds” to pieces of toast on a hot 
platter, thicken the gravy with a 
little flour, strain and serve with 
the meat, mashed potatoes, tart 
plum jelly, cauliflower and ; a fruit 
salad. 


DAINTY CHOCOLATE SOUFFLE 


Serve It With This Delicate Marsh- 
mallow Sauce. 

Chocolate souffle with marsh- 
mallow sauce is a delitate sweet. 
Here is how it is made. | 

Two egg whites, well beaten, 
one-half glass milk, three table- 
spoons milk, two squares choco- 
late, two egg yolks and two table- 
spoons flour. 

Boil the milk, sugar and choco- 
late together, add the flour mixed 
with a little cold mikk. Cook for 
two minutes, remove from fire 
and add the butter, egg yolks and 
the egg whites beaten stiff. Bake 
in oven for 15 or 20 minutes. 

Marshmallow Sauce. 

One cup sugar, one-third cup 
water, 20 marshmallows, three 
tablespoons cream and one tea- 
spoon vanilla, 

Boil sugar and water until it will 
spin a thread, pour over marsh- 
mallows which have been melted 
over hot water with the cream. 
Flavor with vanilla. 


Color Mayonnaise Dressing. 

Mayonnaise for fruit salads may 
be colored a pretty pink or rose 
color with a little of the juice from 
canned beets.

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FTER a recent’counting of heads in Europe, the 
statisticlans discovered a shortage of 18,000,000 men 
compared with the number of women, and birth fig- 
res that do not promise to balance the books for sev- 
eral generations. - 

Julian 8S. Huxley, English biologist who is now lec- 
turing in New York, was asked to describe just how 
gloomy is the outlook for those millions of women who 
are doomed to go through life without husbands. 

Mr. Huxley does not think the outlook is gloomy at 
all. He assumes that when women do not need to take 
care of husbands and homes and children they will set 
out in all sorts of directions to prove that they are not 
biologically inferior to men. And if.they succeed, he will 
not mind. For this scientist would almost like to be- 
lieve that there is no biological reason why it should not 
work out, why women should not prove themselves man’s 
intellectual equal. Besides, it would be great news for 
both men and women of the European countries. 

“Intil now, it has been so difficult to disentangle 
early training from biological inferiority,” the biologist 
explained. : 


NE thing he is glad of. That is that great numbers 
() of these European women will be prevented from de- 

generating into inferior creatures who would expect 
‘Nhe men to be always bringing them boxes of candy or 
to go through life opening doors for them. It seems that 
in a civilization where men are not too plentiful, women 
take on characteristics of superiority or at least of equal- 
ity. They manage to open doors for themselves, and they 
do not need presents from men to assure them that they 
really are important. 

“Look at England,” Mr. Huxley said. “In a country 
where we had many more women than men before the 
war, you get a greater feeling of equality between the 
sexes than in any other country I know. Women are in 
everything in England—in the Cabinet, in Parliament, in 
the professions, in the police. One might say that we 
have just had a women’s year in England. A woman 
won the air race. A woman won the King’s prise shoot- 
ing at Bisley. A woman flew to Australia. Women re- 
alize that they are doing outstanding things, and they 
let @ man know that they feel on an equal footing with 
him. Being our equals in their own minds, they think 
it is all right to go shares with men. 

“To me it is astonishing the way the average Amer- 
ican girl expects and gets presents from men. If is her 
idea that if a man goes to see her he should hand her 
great boxes of candy and flowers, and on top of all that 
he should take her out expensively. It is a curious con- 
vention. The fact that woman is willing to receive gifts 
a'l the time indicates that she feels she is inferior.” 


FTER a lifetime devoted to biology, Mr. Huxley at 
Aw is convinced that if woman is biologically inferior 

to man the discrepancy is very slight, Women, he 
argues, have had so little chance until recently. It is all 
so new to them, this world of careers outside the home. 
A scarcity of men for a few generations will challenge 
these European women to show what they can do. 

What he demands from them for great achievement 
is a combination of energy and intellect. The world al- 
ready has many clever women. But clever people are so

What he would like to see come to the 
surface in women is a highly endowed balance of qual- 
ities, and he imagines that development will have its best 
chance in a civilization where women depend entirely 
upon themselves, without looking to man for support in 
any emergency. 

“There have been very great women,” he said. “Have 
any been equal to the very great men? Is their position 
in history due to their education? All one can say is: 
If you were to take any field of life and name a dozen of 
the greatest people in it, would you ever get a woman 
in that dozen? If you were to name a hundred you would 
get women. If you were to name a dozen, would you? 


é6 HETHER this is proof of biological inferiority, 
W we are not prepared to say. Quite obviously some 
women are more highly endowed than most men 
intellectually and temperamentally. Queen Elizabeth was 
@ great woman. Was she as great as some kings—as 
great as Alexander, Charlemagne, Napoleon? She was out- 
standing as a woman, but would she come among the 10 
top kings: I don’t think so. 

“Coming down to today, there are some women nov- 
elists who are better than many men novelists. I don’t 
think there are any women novelists above the best men, 
the really big men. It takes very high tension to get 
anything done in the way of intellectual creation. If you 
are not going to be at high tension the work is not go- 
ing to be good. But if women were to go out on equal 
terms with men, expecting nothing from men, demanding 
of themselves that they shall be man’s equal, I don’t see 
why they should not succeed. Quite often they have bet- 
ter nerves than men, but we must think of averages.” 

Mr. Huxley infers that superior physical strength 
may be a detriment rather than a help in intellectual 
achievement. He says that the female of the species is 
and always has been stronger than the male. The pre- 
ponderance of female children and youths in Europe to- 
day is no argument in support of freak birth rates. It is 
merely an advertisement that girls are stronger than boys, 
that they have greater resistance before and after birth. 
Post-war conditions have not, on the whole, been favor- 
able to males, and figures show that poor nutrition causes 


a shift to femaleness in population for the simple reason .

F YOU are looking for an at-

The linings may be cut in any 


article. For a finish apply either 
varnish or shellac. 


Decalcomanias are moistened 
and tightly pressed upon the ob- 
ject for a few seconds, and the 
trick is removing the pattern and 
leaving the design intact is to slide 
it off instead of lifting it. If you 
go over the design with paints in 
matching colors it will have the ap- 
pearance of hand painting.

St. Vitus’ Dance—Il. 
T was originally observed vy 
Bernard Sachs that the mental 
caliber of children who devel- 
oped Saint Vitus’ dance, or chorea, 
is rather above than below par. 
Children who stand at the head 
of the class, who work for prizes 
and earn them, children who are 
under constant mental strain and 
about whom parents and teachers 
make much ado, are the ones most 
apt to be attacked by cherea. 


Irritability of temper also is fre- 
quently associated with chorea and 
may be considered as a forerunner 
of the disease. 

This viewpoint on chorea sug- 
gests the method of its prevention 
and treatment. Except in those 
cases where chorea is associated 
with rheumatic fever, the medical 
treatment of the disease includcs 
little medicine. 
Rest, in the absolute sense of the 
word, is the important item in the 
remedy. The choreic child, when 
put to bed and kept there con- 
stantly, will soon lose its twitching. 
After a period of a week or two 
of “playing dead,” the child may 
be allowed to get up for a half 
hour or so and this period may 
then be increased as the results in- 
dicate, 

In the choreic child nutrition 
stands second in importance to 
rest. Since so many of these chil- 
dren are of the restless, over-active 
type, it is to be expected that a 
relatively large number of them 


will be under-weight and under- 
nourished, ot 
Proper feeding will improve 


their condition and will help them 
overcome their chorea. 

For a long period following the 
diagnosis and ircatment, the cho- 
reic child should not be allowed 
violent exercise of any kind, such 
as running, Jumping, bicycling or 
dancing. 

These children should also be 
kept from school, since the com- 
petitive atmosphere in the school 
room tends to tax thelr nervous 
resources,

| Take Out the Spots 


EFORE cleaning a garment, 

brush it well to remove every 

particle of dust. Take out 
Zrease spots by placing brown pa- 
per over them and running over 
this with a hot iron. Shiny spots 
can be removed by sponging with 
water containing ammonia then 
pressing on wrong side with a 
warm iron. 

Heavy garments ike men’s 
clothes, coats and woolen dresses 
can be nicely cleaned with ordinary 
Salt. If necessary sieve the salt 
to remove lumps and sprinkle 4a 
light layer ofthe salt over the gar- 
ment lying flat. With an old linen 
handkerchief folded into a ~ pad, 
rub the salt thoroughly into the 
fabric’ but be sure and rub with.the 
nap. Then shake the garment to 
remove the salt and brush well 
with a stiff brush. A second ap- 
plication may be required for es- 
pecially soiled parts. ;

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| Washing a Crepe Dress 


CREPE dress can be satisfac- 

torily laundered at home. Pour 

boiling water over good soap 
flakes (a generous tablespoonful) 
and stir until thoroughly dissolved 
then add cold water until it is 
lukewarm. 

Wash the dress well, using @ 
kneading motion rather than rub- 
bing. Squeeze out of water and 
wash again. All water used in the 
process of laundering should be the 
same temperature. Rinse thorough- 
ly in two waters and squeeze dry. 
If you use a wringer loosen the 
rollers. 

After rinsing, roll the dress in a 
Turkish towel. In half an hour it 
will be ready to iron. Crepe is quite 
elastic when wet and is apt to 
shrink, so iron up and down in- 
stead of crosswise and, if necessary, 
pull it lengthwise. Iron until dress 
is dry.
